Other observations by Dr. Ly- 
on were: If Japan had struck 
five years ago she could have 
gotten almost everything she de- 
sired. It is to the interest of 
Japan to strike quickly, as China 
may wear her out before she can 
win. Of the taxes collected in 
Japan 48 per cent goes to sup- 
port of the military machine. 
While Japan is supposed to have 
a civil government, the country 
is strongly autocratic and con- 
trolled by the military. Another 
fear for Japan is Russia, who is 
challenging that country’s right 
to hold certain portions of Man- 
chuokoa. Japan and China need 
each other, but if they continue 
antagonists China will win out 
eventually.

Number of high school students 
is greater now than ever but in 
the lower grades the enrollment is 
less now than a year ago. 

Enrollment in all the Upland 
schools was 813 yesterday as com- 
pared with 894 on the first day of 
the 1936 session. By schools, the 
enrollment in Upland for the new 
term foliows: Junior high, 261; 
Fannie D. Noe, 393; kindergarten, 
31; Eighteenth 63, and 
Sierra Vista, 65. The Edison 
school, Ontario, which also takes 
Upland pupils, has an enrollment 
of 218. 

Total enrollment at Chaffey high 
school was 1,618 students, an _ in- 
crease of 260 over the same figure 
a@ year ago. In junior college the 
enrollment totals 570, a slight de- 
crease over last year’s figure. 

Attendance in the Cucamonga 
school on Archibald avenue is 250, 
as compared with 311 last year. 
The Cucamonga Central school in- 
creased to 82 as compared with 78 
on the first day a year ago, and 
Alta Loma’s attendance is 130 
while a ‘year ago it was 135. 

Additional enrollments are an- 
ticipateed during the week and it 
is likely that the attendance fig- 
ures will be nearly as large as last 
year,

The taxpayers of the country cannot be increasingl¢ bled by 
higher taxes forever—there must be a reduction before long. 
As the national debt increases so also does the interest in- 
erease—and it is no wonder that the people are alarmed. 

We get the following discussion on the condition of the 
country’s finances from the Los Angeles Times: 

‘A simple little old rule of business that hasn’t chang- 
ed a bit since the days of the Pharaohs is that unless 
money comes in as fast as it is paid out, somebody goes 
broke. This applies to nations as well as individuals. 

‘““There is small comfort, then, in the announcement 
just made by the United States Treasury that this country 
is going broke a little slower than usual. Naturally, the 
Treasury did not use these words. It said instead that for 
every dollar spent during the first two months of this fiscal 
year, exactly 69.8 in revenue was taken in. This compares 
with. 65.3 cents taken in during a comparable period last 
year. 

‘“*Thus the rate of going broke has been slowed down 
from a point where 34.7 cents out of every dollar was dead 
loss to a point where only 30.2 is loss. This is 4.5 cents less 
loss, as it might be put. But ‘less loss’ is a term that busi- 
ness men cannot afford to use. If they do, they land in 
bankruptey court. 

‘‘This is an exceedingly tough, strong nation. Its finan- 
cial sinews are young and vigorous. Yet they are not 
superhuman. They cannot forever lift aloft a burden that 
becomes increasingly heavy. 

“It is an appalling financial situation when one-third 
of every dollar that is spent on government must come from 
credit. Somewhere, somehow that differential must be 
eliminated. Merely cutting down deficits is not enough. 
Red ink is red ink, no matter what the amount written 
down. 

“*Private business has to get 100 cents, at least, in 
revenue to keep its head above water. 

‘How long can the government keep afloat financially 

on a 69-cent basis?’’ 

Along with the huge amount of taxes collected through the 
regular way thare are also a large number of hidden taxes that 
we know nothing about. That old saying, ‘‘What you don’t 
know won’t hurt you,’’ may be true in some cases—but it is 
far from true when it comes to ‘‘hidden taxes.’’ Figures re- 
leased by the United States Treasury Department for last month 
give a list of items on which we Americans paid taxes without 

knowing it. These show that in August there was paid in 
“‘*hidden taxes’’ on chewing gum the sum of $85,624—and on 
the matches bought we paid $1,237,036 in taxes. Similar un- 
geen taxes are paid on a large number of other articles we buy. 

Mounting costs and mounting taxes cannot keep mounting 
forever. One of the results of such a condition is that people 
quit b@ying many things they can get along without—and less 
of the things they must have. With lessened demand the in- 
evitable result is men thrown out of jobs—and the first thing 
‘we know we are in the midst of a depression. We are not re- 
covered from the last one—and the country is in no condition 
to stand another soon.

Teer season opens Sept. 16 in 
the eastern and southern sections

New game laws provide that 
no forked horn deer may be 
killed in district 1 3-4, and a 
limit of one buck per hunter has 
been set in districts 1 3-4 and 
41%.

DANGER 1 CIED 


Engineer Recommends Work 
On Noe Structure As 
Survey Made 





(Continued from Page One) 
brick veneer over the adjoining 
roof which is carried on a wood 
framing. These areas are com- 
paratively small, however, so that 
the danger is far less at these 
points, 

The framing of the roof on the 
auditorium is exceedingly poor. 
There are two trusses which carry 
approximately one-third of the 
roof of the building which are only 
nailed up with end connections 
that would not even approximate 
the strength that they sfiould have. 
A heavy wind might cause failure 
of this roof construction. The 
auditoriu.n should not be used un- 
der any circumstances. 

All electric wiring is exposed 
and is of knob and tube type which 
creates an additional fire hazard. 

I was unable to see the ends of 
the joists of the masonry walls 
but, judging by the design of the 
rest of the building, I believe that 
there are no anchors installed. 

This building does net comply 
with tHe requirements of the Li- 
vision of Architecture for resist- 
ance to horizontal forces. The 
cost of rehabilitating it to make 
it meet these requirements would 
be greater than the building would 
be worth due to its poor design 
both structurally and as to plan. 

It is my opinion that if the ven- 
eer were removed from the audi- 
torium walls above the adjoining 
roof and the use of the auditorium 
discontinued, that the hazard 


would be reduced so that the build- ; 


ing might be used during such time 
as would be necessary to make 
provision for replacing it.
